ACADEMIC AND GRADUATE COUNCILS 


During the Fall Quarter both the Academic and Graduate Councils approved the 
following policies: 


1. Effective with the Spring Quarter 1988, all students completing graduation 
requirements will be required to complete a comprehensive examination in their 
degree programs. The examination given will be determined by the school or 
college in which the degree is offered. At the present time, the test.results 
will not be used to determined whether a student is permitted to graduate but 
will be used for the purpose of evaluating programs and the instruction 
received in those programs. 


2. There is no appeal of students! grades as assigned by the instructor of the 
course; however, the student reserves the right in certain instances to ask for 
re-classification on a particular grade assignment for a class if he feels as 
though he has sufficient evidence upon which to differ. In such a case where 
a student feels as though a grade has been incorrectly assigned, he has three 
(3) weeks at the beginning of. the next quarter following the posting of the 
disputed grade in which to handle this. In order to question a posted grade, 
the student must first try to resolve this through the faculty member and 
department head prior to consulting with the Dean.
